GRANGE SCHOLARSHIPS. 


The .»« York State GrnnKv Offer* 


Six-Value, *.1O Knob. 


The scholarship committee of the 


New York Mate gratjue has held a 
meeting and prepared the questions for 
the competitive examinations. There 
will be awarded MX free scholar>hlps 
In the agricultural college at Cornell 
university this year to the MX con- 
testants who attain the highest stand- 
ing ou competitive examination. 
The 


examinations are open to both men 
and won.en who are members of the 
order In good standing. The scholar- 
ships have a value of $50 eaeh. All 
students must l>e seventeen years of 
age on entering the college. The ex- 
amination 
given 
to applicants for 


grance scholarships are bused ou geu- 
eral know led w. 
arithmetic, hi.-tory. 


civics, English, spelling, knowledge of 
country life and knowledge of agri- 
culture. 


The questions for the examinations 


and tho rules governing the same are 
prepared by a committee consisting of 
the master of the state grange, a teach- 
er from the agricultural college and a 
third person to be appointed by the 
master. 
The examination papers are 


to be furnished sealed by the worthy 
secretary of the state grange to the 
master of each Pomona grange or to 
the county deputy in counties having 
no Pomona. 
The questions shall rb- 


main sealed until delivered to the can- 
didates at the time of the examination. 


Each Pomona master or ilvputy shall 


appoint an examination committee of 
one brother ami one sister to act with 
himself to hold the examination la that 
county. Prospective candidates should 
notify the Pomona master or deputy 
at least three weeks before the exam- 
ination of their intention to take such 
examination. The Pomona master or 
county deputy shall notify the secre- 
tary of the state grange of the number 
of prospective candidates In bis coun- 
ty, whereupon the secretary of the 
state grange will forward the requisite 
number of question papers. 


The competitive examination will be 


held on the third Saturday In June at 
some central point in each county. The 
examination shall be conducted and 
completed In the presence of the three 
members of the examining committee. 
At the close of the examinations the 
completed papers shall be sealed and 
at once sent to the master of the state 
grange. The master of the state grange 
will then call a meeting of the scholar- 
ship committee for the purpose of graft- 
ing the papers. The findings of the 
scholarship committee shall be com- 
municated to the masters of Pomona 
granges or county deputies in coun- 
ties having successful candidates by 
the master of the state grange. Any 
member in good standing in the grange 
of proper age may compete for the 
scholarships, which are confined to the 
winter course. In. case any successful 
candidate fails to enter the college of 
agriculture the scholarship shall fall 
to the candidate having the next high- 
est standing. 


GRANGE NATIONAL BANKS. 


In Taking the Lend In 


E«tabM*hlnK Snc'i Institution*. 


A strong effort is being made in 


Pennsylvania to organize a grange na- 
tional bank in every county in the 
state where the grange has a large 
membership. This effort, like most ef- 
forts for the public good which have 
heretofore been favored by this or- 
ganization, has met with criticism, and 
some are wondering if the farmers arc 
wealthy enough to become bankers or 
are going crazy In their attempts to 
run the finances of the country. 
, 


The movement in Pennsylvania was 


instigated by a member of the Order 
•who Is at the head of the national 
bank and who advises the grange to 
undertake the work of organizing such 
banks. The majority of the stock in 
these banks Is held by grangers, but. 
as we understand It, they do not nec- 
essarily hold all. 


The first grange national bank ever 


organized was that in Tioga county, of 
which Edward B. Dorsett, master of 
Tloga Pomon* grange, is cashier and 
of which State Master Hill Is the vice 
president. A Pennsylvania paper says, 
"With grange bank stock In every 
granger's family and their savings In- 
vested through It, will It not be an in- 
centive to start factories, build good 
roads and have more and better 
schools and churches in our country?"

in addition to the use of limestone In 
each stage of process, the use of glacial 
bdillders, commonly known as "nigger 
heads," for the bottom layer will be il- 
lustrated. The sample roadway will bo 
400' feet in length and 
30 feet 
in 


width. That the people may have op- 
portunity of studying each process in 
the work, the tallowing programme of 
construction will be carried out: 


Monday Sept.*3, the necessary grad- 


ing will be done, and the roadbed pre- 
pared and rolled. Tuesday, the Jlrst 
layer of stone will be spread and roll- 
ed: Wednesday, the second layer of 
stone spread and rolled; Thursday, the 
finishing process of watering and roil- 
ing will be attended to and tho last 
day of the fair will be devoted to fin- 
ishing up any part of the work, net 
completed. To fuither illustrate the 
work Mr. Huston will be present each 
day to explain the important features 
as the work proceeds. This should 
be welcome news to the citizens ot 
every community, as road building is 
one'of the serious problems confront- 
ing our people, and no doubt, a goodly 
number from this section will be pres- 
ent to study road construction under 
the supervision of an expert.

'That the passengers on the fast ex-

pleasant and luxurious us possible. In 
this respect a number of the crack fil- 
ers have about reached perfection. But 
in spite of all tbe luxury and elegance 
with which some of these trains are 
equipped tbe traveler is obliged to pro- 
vide his own entertainment and amuse- 
ment. No matter how luxurious a car 
may be, most passengers usually find a 
long journey monotonous and tedious 
before they reach their destination and 
would hail with delight any form of 
amusement. 


"Take, for instance, the trip from Chi- 


cago to the Pacific coast. That journey 
takes about three days. Very few pus- 
sengcrs can amuse themselves all that 
time In reading, playing-cards or look- 
ing at the scenery, and they would 
gladly welcome any diversion to break 
the monotony. It would be very easy 
to provide a theatrical performance or 
concert on a train. 
1 have seen it 


done, and it proved a big success. 


"It was on a special train in Texas 


In which a party of railroad officials 
were making a tour of tbe south.

French goreinment regard the meth- 
ods in use for rendering alcohol unfit 
for consumption or of utilizing it as 
an illuminant that prizes have been 
offered to the person offering the 
most advantageous ideas on the sub- 
ject.
